Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 3, 4, 12, and 13 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior art of 
record, Jia et al, taken alone or in combination of other references, does not teach or fairly 
suggest an apparatus comprising, among other things, that wherein said differential pull down 
network comprises an enhanced special differential pull down network that uses dummy 
transistors to form a pass-gate which is closed during evaluation for a differential input (claim 3); 
that wherein said differential pull down network comprises an enhanced special differential pull 
down network that uses dummy transistors to form a pass-gate which is always closed, said pass 
gate inserted if different discharge paths have unequal numbers of transistors (claim 4); that 
wherein said differential pull up network comprises an enhanced special differential pull up 
network that uses dummy transistors to form a pass-gate which is closed during evaluation for a 
differential input (claim 12); and wherein said differential pull up network comprises an 
enhanced special differential pull up network that uses dummy transistors to form a pass-gate 
which is always closed, said pass gate inserted if different discharge paths have unequal numbers 
of transistors (claim 13), as set forth in th e claims.
